Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue that the rejection over Green e 
a! in view of Katsumoto et a! is derived from hindsight and there exists no motivation for the combination of references. In response, the 
Examiner disagrees. Green et ai disclose a blister package similar to that claimed and differing only in that the reference does not teach 
UV-activated oxygen absorbers. Katsumoto et al teach that UV-activated oxygen absorbers can be used in packaging products that are 
sensitive to oxygen, such as food and pharmaceuticals. Thus there is motivation to incorporate the UV activated oxygen absorbers of 
Katsumoto et al into the blister packs of Green et al. Such would provide the product with improved shelf-life. The same response holds 
true for the rejection of Hekal in view of Katsumoto et a!.. 
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
